Situation in Mexico Grave.

This 
attitude was consistently maintained 
by the Wilson administration through-

“When the Harding administration 
Came in, Secretary Hughes adopted 
the same policy. This policy was in- 
sisted upon by the American commis- 
iofers to Mexico, Messrs. Warren and 
Payne, and, as I understand it, was 
practically made a condition of recog- 
nition of Mexico by the United States. 


Fuel Problem Crucial One. 


“ During 1918 I was director: general 
of Ahe railroads of the United States. 
The fuel problem was one of the most 
serious with which we had to deal, I 
was then made to realize keenly the 
tremendous importance of fuel oil 
fr6bm Mexico. A ‘great number of 
American industries along the Atlantic 
seaboard were dependent upon Mexi- 
san fuel oil. 

“The preservation of this fuel oil 
supply was then and is now essential 
ro our internal economy. Not alone is 
his true, but the question of an ade- 
quate oil supply and of an adequate 
Wl reserve is one of the most impor- 
tant for any nation under conditions of 
modern warfare, In fact, the crucial 
est in the next war, if one should come, 
is going to be not alone War machin: 
ery and appliances, but contrdi of an 
adequate supply of petroleum to meet 
the needs of national defense and 
offense. It is no exaggeration to say 
hat the strongest nation in petroleum 
resources will be the most likely victor 
in such a contest. 

Reason for Watching Oil. 

„For all of these reasons, therefore, 
the American government and the 
American people were interested in 
preserving the Mexican oil supply, 
which was lawfully owned or con- 
rolled by American citizens.” 

Here Mr. McAdoo reviewed his con- 
nection with the Latin-American con- 
‘erence in Buenos Aires, at which the 
problems of the western hemisphere 
were discussed. He had a special op- 
portunity at that time, he said, to 
study the oil situation in the Spanish 
speaking countries and the govern- 
ment and methods of doing business. 
Knowing the needs of the United 
States for fuel oil production, he was 
particularly able to be of service to the 
Doheny firm and to the country. He 
continued: 

“Mr. Doheny’s companies, as well 
as Mr. Doheny, enjoyed an enviable 
reputation when he called on me in 
1919. His companies were the out- 
standing independent oil companies

Tells of Trip to Mexico. 

SENATOR WALSH—It is in evi- 
dence here, Mr. McAdoo, that you 
made a trip to Mexico at one time? 

“I went to Mexico in January, 
1921.“ Mr. McAdoo replied. “One of 
the purposes was to discuas with the 
Mexican government, or the Mexican 
authorities, these matters concerning 
article 27 of the constitution. I had 
a conference with President Obregon, 
in which I sought to impress upon 
him the genuine disaster that would

‘you are about other things that mat- 
ter tremendously in your life. A man

Remember, if you must cook sugar 
with rhubarb, to do it as quickly or 
as gently as possible, for the acid of 
the rhubarb makes the sugar cooked 
with it disagreeable, and the sugar 
cooked brown darkens and makes the 
rhubarb ugly, when it should be the 
shade of a blush rose, or in some cases 
of a much deeper rose shade. 

On the other hand, if we proceed in 
the right way. we can add sugar to 
rhubarb in such a way as to deepen 
and make handsomer its beautiful 
color, but not with water, for that al- 
ways dilutes the color. 

Wash the stalks of rhubarb thor- 
oughly, but do not peel. Slice the 
stalks lengthwise two or three times, 
as you do celery when you want to 
cut it in the finest pieces. Hold the 
pieces together on a cutting board and 
slice across them at one-third inch 
lengths. Measure; and add to them 
one-third as much sugar as there is 
rhubarb, and set the mixture in a 
warm place, perhaps on a warm back 
or fireless cooker stone until juice 
enough has been drawn out to cook 
the rhubarb in, and then cook for a 
short time over a gentle fire. Blend 
when cold with whipped cream for fine 
effects. i

WEET clover for pasture and al- 
faifa for hay are two crops that 
probably will be grown in the 
Chicago dairy belt more this year 

than usual. The shortage of pasture 
last summer and fall and a lack of 
legume hay this winter cut down pro- 
duction and, this, in turn, reduced the 
size of the milk check on many dairy! 
farms in northern Illinois. Last fall | 
cows grazed on quick growing, non- 
nutritious grass, and many ot them 
went into the winter in poorer condi- | 
tion than the farmers had expected. 

Many herds have been fed unbalanced ra- 
tions thie winter, according to Wilber J. | 
Frazier of the state agricultural college. He 
says that much of the alfalfa and clover 
in this. part of the state was. killed last 
winter, leaving only timothy hay. Dairy- | 
men have had to feed corn silage, corn stover, 
and corn meal without being able to balance 
the ration properly with legume hay or pro- 
tein concentrates. | 


No matter how much corn and corn prod- | 
ucte are fed, the milk flow is reduced with 
such unbalanced feeds. Lack of legumes
